Th e Japanese practice a form (rf veh icular 
karate wh ich is not only a sport but a form 
of self-defense. It is known as “th e way ” 
and it is believed th e true meaning <rf life 
can be found only after a persmi h as ex­ 
perienced a traffic pileup in th e rain on th e 
Ginza at 6 o’clock in th e evening. 
A qualified karate driver must sh ow cour­ 
age, determination and spirit. His mind 
must be cleared of all th ough ts and h e must 
be prepared at all times, not only to defend 
h is own car, but to attack anoth er car wh en 
th e opportunity presents itself. 


In order to qualify for a black safety belt, 
th e driver must learn to th rust, strike, block, 
h eel and twist h is car, striking out at h is 
opponent with out worry ing about th e danger 
to h is own safety or th e consequences to 
th ose with in a two-block radius <rf th e traffic 
ligh t.

AND THE TWO men h ad to get rid of th eir 
stock in both companies.

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It Could Happen, You Know 


American taxpayers should take a long look 
at their counterparts in Great Britain following 
devaluation of the pound. 
British citizens face the bleak prospect of 
austerity even more severe than the present 
government-induced recession. Full extent of 
new hardships are unknown because it isn’t 
dear what steps are necessary to guarantee 
success of the 14.3 per Vent devaluation of the 
pound. 
It is known for certain there will be addition­ 
al belt-tightening. 
The International Monetary Fund has grant­ 
ed Britain $1.4 billion in standby credit to 
make devaluation work. In exchange, Britain 
has agreed to stiff conditions. 
Britain agr eed to cut its budget deficit to $2.4 
billion, hold back a rising money supply, 
remove a 3 per cent subsidvo n exports, fash­ 
ion a payments surplus and stay in constant 
touch with International Monetary Fund offi­ 
cials, who will have something to say about ad­ 
ditional British financial programs. 
These conditions are stiff to the point of en­ 
croaching on a nation’s sovereignty, but the 
situation is so grave Britain has no alternative. 
Failure to gain the extra credit would have 
led to further devaluation of the pound and 
complete chaos. 


It is interesting to note that factors bringing 
on devaluation includes a balance of payments 
deficit, refusal of business and labor to exer­ 
cise restraint in wage and price demands and 
a deficit operation by the government. 
Sound familiar? 
The United States faces a budget deficit 
around the $20-billion level next year. Balance 
of payments is a chronic problem. Taking a 
cue from federal fiscal irresponsibility, labor 
unions have demanded exorbitant wages and 
business is passing costs to consumers. 
The key to economic growth is keeping wage 
demands in line with productivity. In America 
this sound approach has been replaced with a 
disastrous wage spiral. 
From a governmental standpoint, the magic 
elixir to cure all economic ills is an increase in 
taxes. That idea has been sidetracked in House 
debate this year. 
Freezing of wages, unemployment, scarcity 
of goods, higher prices on imports all can re­ 
sult from financial foolishness Then comes de­ 
valuation and its ills. 
The similarity between British and American 
financial woes gives the IT S. taxpayer some 
thing to think about—would you believe the 
shivers?

The Oxcart Road 


Should all the heat generated by tempers of 
stranded Crucible Steel Co workers on Route 
M in the Midland area last Thursday be con­ 
centrated on the Pennsylvania Department of 
Highways main offices, there would be only a 
smouldering hole 33 feet deep and 203 feet in 
diameter. 
The snowfall which slicked the heavily trav­ 
eled artery and the three-car mishap which 
helped stall the traffic at Smiths Ferry resulted 
in a monumental traffic jam which delayed 
the arrival of men to and from work as much 
as two and three hours. 
Mayor Elmer Gifford of Ohioville. In whose 
jurisdiction part of the highway lies, frankly 
admitted the storm caught the road crew of 
the borough surprised. But he also pointed out 
the crew is only parttime since the borough 
does not have the tax revenue to support a 
larger, regular crew, and there is only one 
truck to provide for maintenance of the 25 miles 
of road in the community. 
Help was sought from the state highway of­ 
fice, he said, but never arrived. 
Here was a situation in which not only Cru­ 
cible employes were delayed hours in getting 
home or to their jobs, but other motorists were 
greatly inconvenienced. Midland streets and the 
highways were so clogged so as to block move­ 


ment of emergency vehicles, and travel was 
more typical of the 1st Century than the 20th. 
The Beaver County Planning Commission re­ 
port on highways in 1965 termed Route 68 in­ 
adequate to meet traffic flow within Midland and 
to the Industry line Since then travel has in­ 
creased in normal growth and the use of the 
Shippingport Bridge has boosted use of the high­ 
way all the way from the Ohio line. 
Unfortunatelv, the inconvenience Ohio motor­ 
ists in Pennsylvania does not weigh heavily on 
the minds of Pennsylvania highway officials. 
But the seriousness of traffic congestion in Mid­ 
land and the expense of delays caused by this 
congestion to Crucible Steel Co. and other Penn­ 
sylvania industries with Ohio workers m i g h t 
well be considered by these officials. 
Thursday’s highway nightmare should serve 
to remind highway officials of the need to pro­ 
vide more road maintenance in all weather for 
Route 68. giving Ohioville crews assistance with­ 
out being requested, and to expedite plans for 
undertaking the planned relocation of the road­ 
way and development of a four - lane artery 
to connect with the planned East Liverpool 
Freeway Extension. 
All this is less for the convenience of Ohio 
drivers using Route 68 than it is for Pennsyl­ 
vanians counting on the development of western 
Beaver County to its full potential. 


Looking For A Miracle 


Working with a $300,000 government grant, 
the University of Pennsylvania with help from 
General Motors Corp., has come up with the 
concept of a pollution-preventing minicar 
The U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has accepted the idea and plans 
to start work on a prototype vehicle next sum­ 
mer. 
• The minicar will be about a third the size of 
•* standard station wagon and will be powered 
•by a combination of electric and gasoline en­ 
gines. 
• HUD sorted through ideas involving turbine, 
all-eectric, diesel and steam systems before 
putting its stamp of approval on the electric- 
gasoline model. 
lf everything went well, full production could 
make such a minicar available to the public in 
about five years. 
Between now and then, all HUD would have 


to do is sell auto companies on the idea of 
producing minimodcls that will retail at $1,600; 
entice American motorists to give up their 
comfortable large models, or convince them to 
buy another car just for town use and be on 
the lookout for Ralph Naders, who will tell them 
what is wrong with the new car. 
lf HUD can’t put over the idea with a propa­ 
ganda campaign, it can turn to more drastic 
measures. 
Cities could reduce parking spaces to mini­ 
size; sidewalks could be extended into streets 
to narrow traffic lanes, and homebuilders could 
construct only minigarages. 
If even more drastic steps became neces­ 
sary, toll plazas could erect gates that would 
permit only minicars to pass through, gasoline 
stations could limit the amount of fuel sold and 
distribute only minitires. 
It looks as if HUD may have a tough time 
getting the public to "Think Mini”.

Roofs that seem to be per­ 
fectly sound all year long will 
suddenly develop leaks during 
extremely cold weather. Such 
leaks cause a g reat deal of ism - 
ag e to interior walls and exter­ 
ior siding and paint. 
The phenomenon Is not due 
to holes suddenly opening in a 
perfectly g ood roof — some­ 
times even a new rcrrf, but is a 
problem known as cold-weather 
roof leaks. 
The damag e is associated with 
h e a v y snows in combination 
with extremely cold tempera- 


tures. It is totally unnecessary 
and easily avoided. 


FREQUENT snowfalls 
pl u s 
low tenq)eratures combine to 
form ice at the eaves (rf a 
house. The buUd-tip of these ice 
dams leads to the damag e. 
The cause of the dams, how­ 
ever, is much hig her on the roof. 
It is caused by water from melU 
ing snow on upper porttons of 
the roof. This runs down until 
it strikes thé cold eave over­ 
hang or the cold g utter, where 
it quickly freezes. 
The reason is that the upper

part of the roof is warm due 
to heat which escapes frwn tìie 
hxise into the attic and warms 
the part of the ro<rf which is (tì- 
rectly over the attic. There is 
enou^ beat passii« throug h the 
roof to cause melting . 
The eave and the g utters, on 
the other hand, are totally ex­ 
posed to the outdoor tempera­ 
ture. With these areas always 
below 
freezing 
temperatures, 
the water is bwnd to freeze. As 
the water runs down, the g utter 
becomes filled with ice. Larg e 
icicles form and overhang the 
eave. 


ICICLES 
overhang ir^ 
t h e 
eaves while spots <mi the upper 
roof are bare of ice are sig ns 
of the probtem. Note how the 
snow on such unheated 
roof 
areas as those over a porch or 
a g arag e remains unmelted. 
This ice formation is only an 
indirect cimse of the ensuing 
damag e. As the ice builds up 
and moves hig her up on the roof 
it reaches a spot — about a 
foot or so above the eaves — 
where there is some heat com­ 
ing throug h the roof. This heat 
causes the underside of the ice 
to melt. 
Since the water cannot es­ 
cape because of the ice dam 
in the g utters it flows back ur^ 
der the shing les, throug h t h e 
roof sheathing and from Oiere 
onto a ceiling , a wall or a roof 
overhang . Water from melting 
siiTw on the roof above follows 
the same route. 
Water will work its way be­ 
hind the fascia board backing 
die g utters and into closed cor- 


nices. It seeps in behind siding 
and wall sheathing , swnetimes 
soaking in at the juncture of 
ceiling and wall. 
In roof valleys and around 
dormers, it g oes beyond t h e 
edg es of the flashing and seeps 
underneatii. 


OLDER HOUSES with t h e 1 r 
lack <oi insulation are often sub­ 
ject to this trouble. Newer story- 
and-a-half houses with their par­ 
tially heated attics are vulner­ 
able. 
Prevention is simple and not 
costly. Since the problem is 
caused by heat escapir^ from 
the attic, insulatii^ the ceiling 
below* the roof will prevent 
much of the heat loss. The in­ 
sulation also will save fuel bj 
preventing the escape of heat. 
Make certain there are no g aps 
in the insulation. 
Since there may be imper­ 
fections in the insulation, pre­ 
vent heat from building up by 
providing ventilation in the at­ 
tic as well. Heat in the attic 
should be allowed to escape 
t h r ou g h the roof. Openin'g s 
in the ends of the g ables will 
take care of this.

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Cold Weather Leaks Are Problem 


Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
Roofs that seem to be per­ 
fectly sound all year long will 
suddenly develop leaks during 
extremely cold weather. Such 
leaks cause a great deal of dam­ 
age to interior walls and exter­ 
ior siding and paint. 
The phenomenon is not due 
to holes suddenly opening in a 
perfectly good roof — some­ 
times even a new roof, but is a 
problem known as cold-weather 
roof leaks. 
The damage is associated with 
h e a v y snows in combination 
with extremely cold tempera­ 


tures. It is totally unnecessary 
and easily avoided. 


FREQUENT snowfalls p l u s 
low temperatures combine to 
form ice at the eaves of a 
house. The build-up of these ice 
dams leads to the damage. 
The cause of the dams, how­ 
ever, is much higher on the roof. 
It is caused by water from melt­ 
ing snow on upper portions of 
toe roof. This runs down until 
it strikes the cold eave over­ 
hang or the cold gutter, where 
it quickly freezes. 
The reason is that the upper 


part of the roof is warm due 
to heat which escapes from the 
house into the attic and warms 
the part of the roof which is di­ 
rectly over the attic. There is

Tile scholastic basketball season is off to an 
exciting start, w ith numerous games in the area 
ov er the weekend going right down to the final 
buzzer.

Army’s team captain, 
Bud Neswiachenry, was quoted 
as saying, “We’r^ not worried 
about Cartwright. He gets rat­ 
tled in Army-Nav y games.” 
Cartwright read the quote as 
did his Nav y teammates. They 
said nothing before the game. 
After it was ov er, howev er, the 
Middies talked. 
“Actions speak louder than 
words, said Cartwright in the 
tumultuous Nav y dressing room 
und« * the cav ernous stadium. 
He was trying to be polite Mid 
matter of fact. But the wide 
wnile on his face bared his feel- 
ings. 
“I didn’t feel rattled,’’ said

ANSWER: A Tasmanian devil may sound frightening, but 
it has nothing to do with the grotesque dance mask in the 
upper left. The mask is only put there to show what one 
might imagine such a devil would look like if one didn’t know 
the facts, The Tasmanian devil is not an imaginary- thing, but 
an actual one. an animal. It is one of the marsupials, un­ 
usual animals with pouches inside of which their babies are 
raised until they are able to get out and live by themselves. 
Most marsupials live in Australia and Tasmania, although 
we have one kind, the opossum, which inhabits the United 
States. Unlike many other marsupials, such as kangaroos, 
which eat grasses, the Tasmanian devil is carnivorous, living 
by hunting and killing other animals. This has given it a 
ferocious, savage nature. But the particular reason for the 
devil part of the name is that this smallish animal, about the 
size of a badger, has a fondness for killing sheep and chick­ 
ens for food. Sheep raising is important in Tasmania, so this 
animal is an enemy of the farmers. It is little wonder they 
call him a devil.
